By BOB BORNSTEIN 
Those close to McGltr* popular 
head coach will tell you Ihit 
there is no better way to sweeten 
Vie Obeck's dUposltion ■ than to 
beat Western Mustangs decisive- 
ly.- Although he wants to win 
Ihem all, the Red mentor de- 
rives the grektest pleasure ■ In 
walloping Western or murdering 
the mustangs, cither one will do. 
This situation stems from Obeck's 
first season at McGllk He had Ju5:t 
arrived on .the,icene arid.'was start- 
ing a trèmWddus rcbuildihg-Job. 
The iocai football set-up was a 
sorry mcsj and the hard-workinj 
ex-professlonsl star of the National 
Pro League In the States was hard 
pressed for pigskin prowess. 

Despite this lack of material, the 
Redmen managed to tie Queen's in 
the opcncfvThen the roof fell in.

Mighty Mustangs, had his greatest

Universities all across Canada 
win benefit from a plan which is 
being tried at McGill next, week. . 
irÀ/i'pciwnal'app^ system 
la being ' used' by the McGill Blood 
Donor Clinic Committee, and if it is 
successful, details of the plan will 
be extended to all other Canadian 
universities. . . 

Each McGlil student, with the 
exception of those living in resi- 
dence will be persoiiBlly phoned 
and asked to make an appointment 
at the McGill Blood 'Donor Clinic; 
\yhich is being held from October 
16 (o 22nd. Those who live in stu- 
dent residences will be approac^ied 
by special committees. All students 
have been sent a letter telling them 
of the campaign, and will also be 
contacted through special groups on 
the campus, such' as Hillcl, fraterni- 
ties, etc. .: 

Every donor will be gh-cn a card- 
board miniature Red Cross bottle 
to weiir to show that he has given 
his blood. ■ . 

Before donating their blood, stu- 
dents win be given Cokes, and will 



be served doughnuts and cofffec 
afterwards. 

No student will be called again 
by' the Red ;'Cràss.'to give blood 
unless he signifies the ^desire. 'to 
have his name put on the^Red Cross 
permanent records. 

The clinic at McGill will be run 
in two shifts a day, each shift be- 
ing 3 hours long. Should the. com- 
mittee find that it is liqt . possible 
to ., take , care of enough students 
with this iy;item, extra; «hifts^wiU

Stresses Respons|bi|ity^-of^G^

Gymnasium was , the scene of the 
Founder's Day ' Convocation 'held 
last Friday when over 300 McGill 
Students received their degrees. 

Chief Jiistice ' O. S, TVndale, 
Chancellor of .'the Unlversity, pre- 
sided and presentéd'^dipiomas and 
degrees to the graduating students, 
among whom ^ were . many . candi- 
dates from the faculty of . graduate 
studies and research, who 'received 
their Master's and Doctor's degrees. 

, Honorary degrees were confer- 
red upon Mr. James A. McCrory, 
Dr. Malcolm MacEachern, and 
Lady Eaton. The first receiving 
the degree of Doctor of Science, 
while the latter two received de- 
grees of Doctor of Laws. Earlier 
in the day Lady Eaton had opened 
and presented to' the University the 
New Eaton . Electronics Research 
Laboratory. " ' 

' The^ convocation ' address was 
given , by Principal .James who 
niited that it was the 208th anniyerr 
(àry^ of James iyicGiU'i birth. He 
said that tiiere' was 'an Inspiration 
to be found In "the full life of that 
man who. came, out of Glasgow In 
the troublous years of. the mld-18th 
century to play a distinguished part 
in, the development^of Canada." He 
added thq^[âj|âu^]a|dô'iweÙ)to re^ 
membeV^?m3i||||P"?W^.- 

He also pointed out ^lat even Ih 
the best of times less than one 
Canadian In; twenty had a chance 
to attend university, and urged the 
graduating class to set an example 
in .provlding leadership. . 

: "Whether ïou like It or not." Dr. 



"you are a part of the selected five 
per cent. You will be expected 
to provide, leadership in many 
places and . waiks of lite. At thu 
very lowest count,' each of you Is 
responsible for the welfare of nine- 
teen other Cariadlana of .yôuriowâ 
generation. And, to thé'extenPio 
which you abandon your responsl- 
bllties, the burden resting upon the 
shoulders of otiier university gradu- 
ates mus^< Increase. 

• ''You haye not," the principal 
warned, ."finished your education. 
Further reading and ' further 
thought are ^necessary to develop 
your understanding. You have not 
learned ali/the^!answeirs at McCiill, 
but .1., hopevyoii've learned , some- 
thing' about the way you'can- finci 
those answers." ■• ' 

He added that the peculiar task 
of a utiiversity is to. help its stu- 
dents undentand \yhyi things hap- 
pen,' ând'hpt merely 'how Jhey hap- 
pen: "The true university," he said, 
"encourages the growth of intelli- 
gence, of wisdom to use an older 
word;, it is not . greatly concerned 
with technological skill. It. tries to 
build men and women, not to train 
specialists.". 

,He gave as the basic reason for 
the importance of universities In 
our': génération that, "if we are to 
preserve our democratic civilisa- 
tion, we need men and women who 
will' think clearly and courageous- 
ly abo'ut these questions. We must 
have mcii and women," he added, 
with trained minds and a deep 
senise of responsibility— the world 



expects a high degree of responsi- 
bility in thé graduate who has had 
special opportunities to develop 
his intelligence and his knowledge, 
; Following 'the degree granting 
ceremony Chancellor Tyndale- and 
Principal James inspected a guard 
of honor of Canadian. Grenadier 
Guards by the tomb of James Mc 
Gill in front of the Arts Building.

In these first weeks' I' shall: at- 
tempt to give thetrcaderra bird's 
eye view ot the evolution ol music 
wltlt ipecia ktltention to modern 
times. 

Iniirumenlal Evolution 
The evolution ot musical instru- 
ments has, of necessity greatly in- 
fluenced the composing of mujlc. 
In the preceding ages, the Instru- 
menta in use were still unstatidard- 
Ized and crude, and music .was ex- 
pressed oaly by thé hiiman^,vo!ce. 
The history of musical inslrurnents 
may be tracked back in Europe 
for some 2,500 :years.;>iCerlain; i.n- 
strumeiits^ symboltz^^Va'rious ' be- 
liefs; for example, the "bull-roarer" 
recalled voices ot dcarl ancestors, 
the flute— fertility, and the drums 
—the cull of the dead. Mos; musi- 
cal instrtimenti ot the Bronze and 
Iron Agea were an integral, part 
of tribe ritual. 

The migration ■ of barbarian 
hordes into Europe had complete- 
ly annihilated the highly developed 
musical instruments of the ancient 
cultures. That is why we have.no 
direct connection with. the. instru- 
ments of ancient Greece and Rome. 

The chief problem for Western 
Musicians was the adaptation ot

the instruments of Asia e.g. the 
harp (Syria), and the guitar (Ara- 
bia), and to the integration ot the 
artist's personality with instru- 
ments such as the harp, the 
vielle," and the lute. 

George ' Little, organist, proved 
the ability of his interpretation and 
the beauty of organ music to a 
small and attentive audience in a 
recital at .

Bach's Sonata 
in C Minor r^wlthr its high and 
powerful development, ot themes 
giver ona the impreision of an en- 
tlrétorch'estra^.plàying interweaving 
mclô^dlês^'déorge'^I^lttle'i playing 
had vigor and rhythm, flavored 
with a human touch. This was ap- 
parent in the smooth melancholy 
ot Bach's "By . the, Waters ot Baby- 
lop" and in the'; seyere . dissonance 
ot Archer's Two Chiorales Preludes. 

Little's other contributions virere 
the well known Bach Toccata and 
Fugue in D Minor, and the Chor- 
ale in A Minor by C. Francke. 

The result was an amazing ex- 
perience for the audience, and 
George Little's taste and precision 
was a .personal, triumph.
